Causes  of  Death. 

The  following  are  the  causes  of  death  : — there  was  I from  Cancer, 
3 from  Heart  Disease,  I from  Bright’s  Disease  and  4 from  other  defined 
diseases. 

The  foregoing  call  for  no  special  comment. 

No  death  was  due  to  violence  or  suicide  and  no  death  was  uncertified. 


Factories. 

There  is  only  one  factory  in  the  District,  Cotton  Combing  (Hollins’) 
which  was  duly  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

There  is  also  the  Via  Gellia  Colour  Works,  for  the  manufacture  of 
dry  paints  wherein  no  lead  is  contained  and  only  males  are  employed. 

These  works  are  under  the  Factory  Act. 


Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  has  carried  out  his  duties  throughout 
the  year  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  all  sanitary  defects  remedied  were 
of  a minor  character. 

No  case  of  overcrowding  was  brought  to  my  notice. 

• 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  refuse  carts  fortnightly 
and  all  drains  and  public  grates  are  disinfected  from  time  to  time. 

No  new  houses  were  erected. 

There  are  37  cowhouses  in  the  District  with  approximately  250 
cows.  None  were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis.  The  cow-houses  were 
regularly  inspected  and  whitewashed. 

The  water  supply  is  good  and  sufficient  for  domestic  purposes. 

Continuing  our  policy,  5 privies  were  converted  into  pail  closets. 

In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  your  District  is  to  be  regarded  as  being 
in  a most  healthy  condition  as  testified  by  your  low  Death  Rate,  no 
infant  death  and  a remarkably  high  average  age  at  death. 

Your  schools  were  duly  inspected  by  me  as  School  Medical  Officer 
and  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  physical  condition  and  healthiness  of 
the  children  were  quite  satisfactory  as  also  the  sanitary  arrangements 
of  both  schools.
